the water applied can bo kept from 
touching the plants and thus forming

the furrow sys¬ 
tem leaves the surface 
In condition 
for any other crop which may be used 
in rotation 
Down 
in New 
Mexico and all over 
California the check and border sys ¬ 
tems are practiced
